In  Acts  6:5  It  saw^  “That  the  saying 
pleased  the  whole  multitude.*  Acts  67 
says.  *The  word  of  God  increased  and 
the  numbers  of  the  dfedples  multiplied 
greatly.*  You  see  what  tnese  early 
deactqu  did  ia  that  they  meserved  the 
unit^  the  Mkrwahto.  That  is  not 
only  a  good  thing;  it  u  essential  for  us 
to  accompUab  w^  God  wants  for  us 
as  believers  and  as  His  church. 

It  is  virtually  impoamble  to  see 
the  glofy  of  God  aiM  tile  goodness  of 
God  in  an  old  fashioned  auteb  fight 
Fussing  and  fi|d>fi%  mumbling  ^ 
gnunbfing  among  m  people  of  G<d 
are  not  commenosbie  dieracteristics.

Pastors  say  economy  woes 
still  affecting  giving  at  church

NASHVILLE,  1^.  (BE)  - 
Pastors  say  the  economy  con- 
tiunes  to  have  a  negative  im¬ 
pact  on  their  ehorchM  <lemte 
stahihaed  giving,  sccording 
to  a  survey  by  XifeWay  Re- 
seardi. 

The  survey  of  i.ooo  Prot¬ 
estant  pastors  asked  respon- 
d  nts,  *How  is  the  economy 
impacting  vonr  church? 
NmtIv  two-thirds  (64X)  re¬ 
sponded  negatively,  with  56K 
indkatinB  somewhat  nega¬ 
tively  ana  eight  percent  very 
negatively. 

One-fourth  of  the  pastors 
surveyed  chose.  The  econo¬ 
my  has  had  no  impact  on  my 
church,*  while  nine  percent 
indicated  a  positive  impact  on 
their  churches. 

'Pastor  views  on  the  econ¬ 
omy  are  similar  to  many  eco¬ 
nomic  outlook  surveys,  said 
Scott  McConnell,  director 
of  UfeWay  Peswch.  “We 
weren’t  surprised  the  current 
perspective  of  economic  im¬ 
pact  on  churches  is  predomi¬ 
nantly  negative.’ 

Howhver,  there  is  some 
good  news.  UfeWay  Research 
found  that  while  the  sluggish 
economic  recovery  has  trans¬ 
lated  into  flat  or  reduced 
nving  for  many  churcliM, 
me  trend  continues  of  fewer 


dmrches  ’  reporting  declines 
injnving:

SimilarW,  fewer  church¬ 
es  are  feiung  to  meet  bud¬ 
get  expectations.  Throngh 
May  2011.  giving  for  27%  of 
churches  was  b«ow  budget. 
At  the  same  time  in  2012, 
only  22N  of  churches  report¬ 
ed  giving  below  budget  —  a 
five  percent  decrease  from 
tbej^r  before. 

Tne  trend  seems  to  indicate 
a  stabilisation  of  riving  rath¬ 
er  than  widespr  increases 


May  2012,  40N  of  churcM 
saw  giving  the  same  as  2011. 

'Many  people  refer  to 
the  ‘new  normal'  of  tighter 
consumer  spending,  but  it 
appears  there  has  neen  no 
aniustment  in  economic  ex- 
pe^tions,*  McConnell  said. 
'Pastors  and  Americans  in 
general  are  still  disappointed 
when  they  experience  a  lack 


of  consistent  or  increasing 
growth.* 

According  to  the  survey,  a 
la^er  percntage  of  pastors 
serviiu  in  large  cities  and  the 
suburbs  (72N  in  both  areas) 
cited  a  negative  impact  on 
their  church  from  the  econo¬ 
my  in  2012  than  those  serving 
in  small  cities  (63N)  and  ni- 
itd  areas  (61N). 

Also,  a  higher  percentage 
of  pastors  in  the  West  (71X) 
said  tile  current  state  <k  the 
economy  was  havir.g  a  na¬ 
tive  impact  on  their  churches 
Compaq  to  churches  in  the 
NortiiMst,  Soutii,  and  Mid¬ 
west  (all  at  63X). 

Methodology:  The  tele¬ 
phone  survey,  conducted  in 
May  2012,  sampled  1,000. 
randomly  selected  Protestant 
pastors.  The  sample  provides 
95X  confidence  that  the  sam¬ 
pling  error  does  not  exceed 
plua/minua  2.2X.  Margins 
of  error  are  higher  in  sub¬ 
groups.  Compartsnns  are  also 
made  to  the  following  tele¬ 
phone  surveys  using  the  same 
methodolo»:  1,000  pastors 
conducted  March  1-9,  2010;

Appeals  court  deals  major  loss  to  stem  cell  research  opponents 


WASHINOTON  (BP  and  other  te- 

K Its)  —  A  federal  appeals  court  again 
I  deah  a  setback  to  an  effort  to  halt 
government  funding  of  stem  cell  re¬ 
search  that  requires  the  destruction 
of  human  embryos. 

A  three-iudge  panel  of  the  District 
of  Columbia  C%cait  Court  of  ^peals 
on  Aug.  24  unanimously  upheld  a  fed¬ 
eral  judges  dismisaal  of  a  legal  dial- 
lenge  to  President  Obama's  2009  ex¬ 
ecutive  order  that  overturned  a  more 
restrictive  fundiim  policy  under  Pres¬ 
ident  George  W.  Buah. 

As  a  result  of  the  latest  decision, 
federal  guidelines  continue  U>  allow 
fundiiM  tor  research  on  stem  cells  de¬ 
rived  from  emhryos  created  by  in  vi¬ 
tro  fertilisation. 

Many  sdentista  and  biotech  firma 
have  promoted  embryonic  stem  cell 
research  (ESCR),  and  federal  funds 
for  the  exp^mentation,  even  though 
the  extraction  of  such  cells  from  an 
embryo  results  in  the  destruction  of 
the  days-old  human  being. 

While  advocates  say  the  embiyonfo 
cells  bold  great  promise  for  devel¬ 
oping  cures  for  varfous  diseases,  ac¬ 
tual  results  have  be««  disappointing. 
ESCR  has  yet  to  piovide  any  treat¬ 
ments  for  human  bitings  and  Im  been 
plagued  by  tumors  in  lab  animals. 

Meanwhile,  research  with  aduh 
stem  cells  and  induced  ploripotent 
stem  (iPS)  cells  has  garnered  more 
headUnet.  Adah  stem  cells  have  pro¬ 
duced  therapies  for  more  than  70  af¬ 
flictions,  while  IPS  cellt  have  demon¬ 
strated  promisiim  results. 

As  a  result,  E^R  has  fallen  out  of 


fevor  with  a  growing  number  of  scien¬ 
tists  and  biotech  companies. 

Critics  of  the  Obama  policy  ex¬ 
pressed  disappointment  that  the  ap¬ 
peals  court  did  not  see  it  as  a  vio¬ 
lation  of  the  1996  Dickey-Wicker 
Amendment,  an  annual  spending  bill 
rider  which  bars  federal  funds  for  're¬ 
search  in  which  a  human  embryo  or 
embryos  are  destroyed,  discarded,  or 
knowingly  subjected  to  risk  of  injury 
or  death.* 

The  amendment  is  named  for  two 
of  its  sponsors,  one  of  whom  is  U.S. 
Sen.  Rc^r  Wicker  of  Mississippi. 

There  would  be  no  embryonic  stem 
cells  available  for  federal  funding 
without  first  harming  and  destroying 
a  young  human  emb^,  an  act  that  is 
'wed  Iw  (Dickmr-Wfckerl,*  said 
Prentice,  the  Family  Research 
CouncH’s  senior  fellow  for  life  sdenc- 
ss.  *A  plain  reading  of  Dickey- Wicker 
would  eliminate  all  taxpayer  funds  for 
embtyoric  stem  cell  research.  Fed¬ 
eral  randing  of  embryonic  stem  cell 
research  is  a  tragic  waste  of  lives  as 
well  as  taxpayer  money,  since  despite 
the  promiM  made  to  gain  the  federal 
funding,  there  is  not  a  single  example 
of  a  snccessful  treatment.' 

Steven  Aden,  senior  counsel  for  the 
Alliance  Defending  Freedom,  said, 
'Americans  should  not  be  forced  to 

Ky  for  experiments  that  destroy 
man  life,  have  produced  no  real- 
world  treatments,  and  violate  federal 
law.  That  law’s  clear  intent  has  been 
utterly  ignored.  Congress  designed 
that  law  so  that  Ameirans  don’t  pay 
any  more  precious  taxpayer  dollars 


for  needless  research  made  irrelevant 
by  adult  stem  cell  and  other  research. 
In  the  current  economic  climate,  it 
makes  even  less  sense  for  the  Obama 
administration  to  use  taxpoyer  mon¬ 
ey  for  this  illegal  and  unethical  pur¬ 
pose.* 

The  D.C.  Appeals  Court  Judges 
agreed  with  a  2011  decision  by  a 
three-judge  pand  of  the  same  drcuit, 
s^ng  'research*  as  used  in  Dickey- 
Wtckor  is  ambiguous.  They  abiddl 
by  the  previous  panel’s  ruling  de¬ 
ferring  to  NIH’s  mterpretetion  that 
'research*  might  be  understood  to 
exclude  'the  iiutial  derivation*  of  em¬ 
bryonic  stem  cetls. 

'^Under  that  interpretation,  Dick¬ 
ey-Wicker  permits  federal  funding  of 
research  projects  that  utilise  already- 
derived  QCs  —  which  ate  not  them- 
selves  embryos  —  because  no  ’human 
embryo  or  embryos  are  destroyed’  in 
such  projects.*  the  panel  wrote  Aug. 

24. 

In  July  2010,  Royce  Lamberth, 
chief  judge  of  the  D.C  District  Court, 
ruled  the  NIH  guidelines  violated 
Dickey-Wicker.  He  suspended  fed¬ 
eral  funding  for  ESCR.  In  September, 
however,  a  D.C.  Circuit  Court  panel 
lifted  Lamberth’s  suspeiuion  while 
the  case  went  forward.  In  a  2-1  deci¬ 
sion  in  April  2011,  the  panel  returned 
the  cose  to  Lamberth  but  virtually 
klUed  the  challenge. 

In  July  2011,  umberth  ooid  the 
appeals  court’s  April  decisioa  *con- 
strairu  this  Court,*  forcing  him  to 
dismiss  the  lawsuit. 

Lamberth  rejected  in  bis  2010 


opinion  arguments  by  the  Obama  ad¬ 
ministration  that  Dickey- iVicker  is 
ambiguous  and  permits  federal  fund¬ 
ing  for  research  on  stem  cells  after 
they  have  been  removed  from  em¬ 
bryos.  The  appeals  court,  however, 
aspeed  in  its  April  2011  opinion  that 
Dickey-Wicker  is  ambiguous,  saying 
although  the  law  'hors  funding  for  the 
destructive  act  of  deriving  an  [embry¬ 
onic  stem  cell]  from  an  embryo,  it 
does  not  prohibit  funding  a  research 
project  in  vrhich  an  [embryonic  stem 
cell]  will  be  used.* 

The  appeals  court’s  determination 
that  the  word  ‘research*  in  the  law 
*is  ambiguous  binds*  him,  Lambert 
wrote  three  months  later. 

All  thrae  judges  in  the  latest  ap¬ 
peals  court  niiing  are  Republican 
nominees.  Presidrat  Reagan  nomi¬ 
nated  David  Sontelle,  who  wrote  the 
oplnkm.  President  George  H.W.  Bush 
selected  Karen  Henderson,  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Geoige  W.  Bush  nominated  Jan¬ 
ice  Rogers  Brown. 

Henderson  voted  against  the  ma¬ 
jority  in  the  April  2011  ruling  but  said 
in  a  concurring  opinion  Aug.  24  the 
eaiiier  decision  is  Dinding  in  this  case. 

The  case  is  Sbeiiey  v.  Sebelius. 

Obama's  2009  executive  order 
overturned  a  prohibition  instituted 
by  Bush  on  federal  funding  of  stem 
cell  research  that  results  in  the  de¬ 
struction  of  embryos.  Bush's  2001  or¬ 
der  permitted  gruts  for  experiments 
on  stem  cell  lines,  or  colonies,  already 
in  existence  at  the  time  of  his  action.
